FOR SI RVIVAL IN CASE OF BOMBING 


Soon after the end of World War II. the noted 
American economist Roger Babson devoted one 
of his financial columns to advice on what to do 
to prepare for World War III. His column is ad¬ 
dressed majorly to readers interested in business 
and finance. His advice to them then was to 
put some of their holdings in diamonds and ex¬ 
pensive jewelry and wear it. “You won’t have 
time to go to your lock box to get money when 
bombs start falling,” he wrote, "but diamonds 
and gold will always buy food.” 

Such advice seemed far-fetched then. But 
our government a few days ago, somewhat be¬ 
latedly, warned Americans that thermonuclear 
warfare, if it ever starts, will threaten the 
continuance of civilization. Twenty-eight hydro¬ 
gen bombs, we arc told, can destroy all of 
America’s larger cities and possibly kill 50 mil¬ 
lion people. 

But not only will the cities that suffer bomb 
hits be destroyed, the radio-active fallout from 
an H-bomb blast will endanger life within an 
area of 7,000 square miles. "The fallout from a 
single H-bomb blast, during the first 36 hours, 
will seriously threaten the lives of nearly all 
persons in an area down wind from the bomb a 
distance of 140 to 190 miles and from 20 to 30 
miles wide.” 


People back in the mountains of Kentucky no 
longer wiP be safe A bomb on Cincinnati or 
Louisville or Portsmouth or Dayton or Middle- 
dletown would endanger people down in the 
mountains if the wind is blowing in our direc¬ 
tion. Then, too, the exodus of Ohioans fleeing 
south across the Ohio river into Kentucky would 
create problems that no agency has considered 
sufficiently to cope with. 

That’s why the Civil Defense .\dministration 
is urging Americans to keep on hand three days 
supply of food and water, a battery radio set and 
have access to some type of underground shelter 
fixed so members of the family can live in it 
from 36 to 72 hours without going outside. Such 
a shelter is not for protection against bomb 
blasts but against the radio-active fallout from 
distant blasts. The batteo’ radio is to receive 
civil defense news and instructions. 


This newspaper commends the people of El¬ 
liott. Morgan and Wolfe counties for the fine 
spirit of cooperation they displayed that made 
the successful completion of its cooperative 
rural dial phone system possible. 

The fact that the Mountain Rural Telephone 
Co-op’s system in these three counties is the 
fourth to be activated in an eight-state region 
reflects credit to the co-op leaders and to our 
citizens for their progressive and cooperative 
spirit. 

Judge Keck’s forthright statement that "our 
hill people do not want bundles from Washington 
but only an equal opportunity with the rest of 
Kentucky,” and that "Eastern Kentucky needs 
more r^resentation in our government.” are 
statemets that need to be said louder and oftener. 
We conwnend him for his forthrightness. The 
rest of us should be as forthright. 

The Courier disdains sectionalism as such, but 
as Judge Keck said, “the rest of the state for too 
long now has referred to Eastern Kentucky as 
backward.” 

Given equal opportunity with the rest of the 
state. Eastern Kentucky can equal the best in 
Kentucky; yea, out shine them, we sincerely be¬ 
lieve. For nowhere in America is there a purer 
race of Anglo-Saxon people than here in the 
hills; a hardy and resourceful people, made so 
by generations of rugged living and the need to 
“make do.” A pious and friendly people in whom 
the old time customs of courtesy and religious 
devotion have not been sullied; an independent 
and fearless people, devoted to justice and fair 
play but ever ready to fight an offense or a 
slight; a people with native intelligence that pro¬ 
duces Fred Vinsons, John C. C. Mayos, Ed C. 
©•Rears and hundreds of lesser lights with just 
as much native shrewdness who serve in other 
fields fbut those field, alack, in other states, 
made so by the derst of opportunities in the hills). 

Like the two governors and several state of¬ 
ficials of Oklahoma and the numerous Senators 
and Congressmen from other states whose fore¬ 
bears went out from the hills of Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky to seek opportunities elsewhere. 

Even our hill farmers, who have gone to in¬ 
dustrial centers for a season or two, have as¬ 
sumed roles of leadership in other fields, like 
some from Elliott county who now lead the pipe¬ 
fitters unions, a trade entirety new to them. Or 
the electricians from the hills, trained at More- 
head, that kept this nation’s submarines running 
in the last war. 

And why did Judge Keck say. "We need more 
representation in government from Elastern Ken¬ 
tucky”? Isn’t it because we so seldom have our 
share in high posts—posts that can assure that 
Eastern Kentucky receive equal opportunity with 
the rest of the state? 

Eastern Kentuckians know what our section 
needs to realize its fullest potential. And, remin¬ 
iscing a little at the great progress our section 
has made in the past eight or ten years—greater 
than in the previous 100—we pause to commend 
the past two governors for appointing mountain 
men—Mr. Keck, Henry Carter and Judge Combs. 
They have helped to obtain and shape this 
progress. 

Central and Western Kentucky may need mil¬ 
lion dollar stadiums and four-lane highways. But 
Eastern Kentucky needs farm-to-market roads 
and school buildings; Eastern Kentucky needs 
more flood control and better transportation. 
Eastern Kentucky needs more industrial plants. 
Ea.atem Kentucky needs more parks, more rec¬ 
reational sites. Eastern Kentucky needs equal 
opportunities with the rest of the state. 

And to get our share of them, we need repre¬ 
sentation in government. We need an equal 
share of leadership in government.

TO GROW STRAWBERRIES 


A survey indicates that several thousand Ken¬ 
tucky farmers would like to grow strawberries, 
partly to take the place of r^uced tobacco al¬ 
lotments and partly as another source of cash in¬ 
come. They are willing to start as soon as plants 
are available. Persons suppo.3ecl to know say 
there never have been enough strawberries to 
meet local demands. Also most parts of Ken¬ 
tucky are within easy trucking and rail distances 
of large cities. A third of the nation’s popula¬ 
tion lives within 500 miles of Kentucky. And all 
well-paid city people eat strawberries and are 
willing to pay good prices for them. 

A UK College of Agriculture study found that 
it takes less work to grow and sell strawberries 
than to produce tobacco, acre for acre. Good 
strawberry growers have been getting $1,000 or 
more an acre, which compares favorably with 
returns from tobacco. Of course, berries have 
been bringing $5 to $6 a crate in many instances. 
They may not always sell that high. But it 
does seem that farmers who have lost acres of 
tobacco, in the squabble to control leaf produc¬ 
tion. might substitute strawberries for at least 
a part of their lost acreage. 


LIVESTOCK SETS RECORD 


During the past year, farmers succeeded in 
saving more pigs per litter, getting more eggs per 
hen, producing more milk per cow, and shearing 
more wool per fleece than ever before. Livestock 
numbers showed a net increase of 3 percent over 
the year before. In its annual inventory, the 
crop reporting board shows that on Jan. 1 farm¬ 
ers and ranchers had fewer horses and mules, 
sheep and lambs than the year before. But they 
had substantially more hogs, and a few more 
cattle, chickens and turkeys.

When President Eisenhower suggested the 
substitution of the phrase “dynamic conserva¬ 
tism” for his previous aim of ‘ moderate pro- 
gressivism” Adlai Stevenson said these were like

All this seems unduly frightening back here 
in the hills. But we must know that if an enemy 
attacks us again, they will not first warn us.

Our strategic Air Force with headquarters in 
Denver, set up back in 1950, is capable of immedi¬ 
ate retaliation, and our Air Defense Command is 
organizing to fight off as many attacking planes 
as possible. Right now the rest must be left to 
the Civil P 'fense and to individual preparations 
by families. 

Then, too, war may not be near. But there 
will be no time to prepare for it when it comes. 
So, more attention to civil defense, law enforce¬ 
ment plans, traffic regulation to protect fleeing 
millions, and family plans for underground sur¬ 
vival are in order. 

We think the government should give more 
information to the people instead of holding it 
back. And too there should be civil defense 
groups set up promptly and also reserve law 
enforcement officers recruited and trained, or at 
least instructed and empowered to act in event of 
an emergency. 


Will there be a polio epidemic in our com¬ 
munity in 1955? 

No one can answer that question, but at this 
very moment plans are being made to use the 
Salk polio vaccine for the protection of our chil¬ 
dren if it is licensed by the government. 

This vaccine has been undergoing extensive 
tests for three years. Last year it was given to 
more than 440.000 children in the largest test 
ever undertaken to prove a new preventive 
measure. We will know the results of that test 
in April. 

If the scientific report on the vaccine is favor¬ 
able, many of our children will get protection 
against polio because a lot of good people have 
been working hard at plans for its immediate 
use. 

The National Foundation for Infantile Paraly¬ 
sis—the March of Dimes organization—will have 
on hand enough vaccine for 9.000.000 vaccinations 
across the nation; health and school officials will 
have worked out plans to give the vaccine to as 
many children as possible in the first two grades 
of our schools before the next polio epidemic 
season. Physicians, nurses and piolio volunteers 
will be ready to take their places in the vaccin¬ 
ation program. 

The plans for this gigantic attack on polio by 
health officials will require the mobilization of 
all our community resources on an emergency 
basis. If we take full advantage of this great 
opportunity we will have taken a long stride 
toward conquering one of mankind’s oldest epi¬ 
demic diseases.

NEED FOR SCHOOL 
AID TOLD TO CLUB 

At the meeting of the West 
Liberty Kiwanis club Wednesday 
evening at the Stamper Restaur¬ 
ant, Bernard E Whitt told the 
club of the need (or the Minimum 
Foundation Program for Educa¬ 
tion in Kentucky. Describing the 
ntH-ds in Morgan county, he said, 
“There are 45 one-room schools 
and five consolidated schools with 
more than 3,0UU children and 125 
teachers. Some 1600 children are 
transported daily in 14 school 
buses, each bus making two trips 
and averaging more than 80 
miles per day, each bus carrying 
a hundred or more children. 

“Many of the children have to 
leave home before or at the break 
of day during the short days, and 
some walk one to two miles and 
reach home at dark. 

"Many oi tne rooms in thecon- 
iulidated schools are crowded. In 
some cases the teacher has from 
90 to a hundred children in their 
clas.ses. 

“Salaries of teachers begin at 
$120 per month and the highest 
that a teacher can receive under 
the schedule is $214.00 

Forty-seven of the teachers in 
Morgan county are college gradu¬ 
ates and a number have credit.? 
toward a master's degree More 
than 40 teachers attend college 
at .Morehead each Monday night 
in order to better qualify for 
teaching. The average is more 
than 90 hours college credit per 
teacher. 'Yet there are 45 emer¬ 
gency teachers 

Kentucky has established and 
maintained colleges (or teachers, 
and pays for the .staff and ex- 
peii?--- of these colleges and the 
University of Kentucky in order 
that the children may have quali¬ 
fied teachers. Vet many of these 
teachers leave Kentucky and go 
to other states where the salar¬ 
ies are double those in Kentucky. 
Other states and schools receive 
the benefit of these teachers 

Within the last few years Mor¬ 
gan county ha? lost af many col¬ 
lege graduates to other .vhoolf 
and state.' ■- are now teaching in 
this county. Thi.? iituation hap¬ 
pen: because of the better sala¬ 
ries and opportunities el-sewhere 
and the teachers cannot be blam¬ 
ed fur leaving. 

"The purpose of the Minimum 
Fuuridation program is to change 
thih condition and give to every 
child in Morgan county an op¬ 
portunity to have a good school 
room, bus transportation and a 
teacher and an equal opportunity 
with the children of other states 
and schools. 

"The voters in Kentucky at the 
November election two years agi> 
voted to approve a change in the 
Constitution of Kentucky (or the 
purpose of providing more funds 
for ni^eded school systems simi¬ 
lar to many other states. 

If this program is put into ef- 
(:.t It will be necessary for the 
voters and the citizens to see that 
men who 'ire elected to our state 
government this year, from the 
Governor down, are 100®?- for 
the minimum program and not 
use some superlative phra^-. in 
order to fool the people. 

•'The people do not want to be 
fooled and in this case when the 
(ate of the children and future 
citizens is at stake they are going 
to take no chances."

ANNUAL SOIL CONSERVATION REPORT 
SHOWS MANY IMPROVEMENTS MADE 


The Morgan County Soil Con- 
lervation District has completed 
its tenth year of operation, De¬ 
cember 31, 1954, and the super¬ 
visors of the district wish to take 
this occasion to report to the peo¬ 
ple of this district some of the 
progress made during the last 
year. 

During 1934 technicians assign¬ 
ed to the district by the Soil Con¬ 
servation Service, U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, assisted 118 
farmers in working out soil and 
water conservation plans for their 
farms, covering 11,754 acres of 
land. To date 724 conservation 
plans have been prepared and 
signed, comprising 97.964 acres 
of land. Distric* cooperators .jn- 
ttru-ted 33 aiiu fi&h ponds 

on their farms this year making 
a total of 255 to date. During the 
year 58.397 feet of tile were sur¬ 
veyed on 76 farms. This makes 
a total of 362.437 feet of tile sur¬ 
veyed on cooperators farms. 

Nine tenths mile of open ditch, 
6 mile of diversion ditches and .4 
mile of broad base terraces were 
constructed to control erosion on 
cultivated land. 

Fifty-six thousand nine hund¬ 
red pine and poplar trees were 
planted on 57 acres of cut-over, 
inaccessible or badly eroded land 
for timber production and ero¬ 
sion control. Owners of forest 
land are realizing more and more 
the value of their forest land in 
the county. Local and State for¬ 
esters and land owners are to be 
congratulated in their successful 
efforts to prevent and control 
forest fires on their land, .some¬ 
times under extremely favorable 
fire conditions. 

During the year 1221 acres of 
pasture was seeded and an addi¬ 
tional 1584 acres of pasture was 
improved by reseeding, fertiliza¬ 
tion, mowing and rotation grazing. 

Also 244 requests for ACI’ prac¬ 
tices to be surveyed by Soil Con- 
I rvation Service were serviced 
for the Agriculture Stabilization 
nd Conservation Service, 

Conservation surveys were fin¬ 
ished on 15,608 acres of land by 
soil scientist- working part time 
with the district. The soil surve.vs, 
which are really an inventory of 
our soil, .-how soil type, steepness 
-f slope, erosion conditions and 
present land u.sc. This informa¬ 
tion recoiyled on a land capabil¬ 
ity map which becomes part of 
the farm plan is used by the 
planning technicians to asii.st the 
farmer in making a soil and wa¬ 
ter conseivation plan for his 
farm. 

The district has had the serv¬ 
ices of one Soil Conseivationist 
throughout the year who hss as¬ 
sisted farmers in working out soil 
and water conservation plans for 
their farms and in applying the 
practices planned. In addition to 
the sers-ices mentioned above, the 
part time .services of a conserva¬ 
tion aid and a soil conservation¬ 
ist (trainee! for ten months have 
been available. These t(>chnicians 
were furnished the distrirl hv the 
Soil Con.sers-ation Service. U S. 
Department of .4griculture The 
salary and travel expense of the 
conseivation aid was paid by the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (formerly 
PM A) with funds (up to 5 per¬ 
cent of count.v allotment i set for 
that purpose His time was spent 
on servicing farmers requested 
for assistance in caryinrg out the 
AC.P. program of the Agricul¬ 
tural Stabilization and Conserva¬ 
tion Service 

The State Division of Game and 
Fish furnished 2J00 multiflora 
rose plants. 5.000 bicolor lespe- 
deza. 660 pounds .sericea. I.OOO 
' .szcinut plants and 100 mulberry 
plants for wildlife food and cov¬ 
er. and fish for stocking 24 farm 
ponds. These sers’ices are very 
much in demand and are greatly 
appreciated. 

Eighteen entries were made in 
the Soil Conservation Essay con¬ 
test spon.<iored by the Courier- 
Journal. Louisville Times. Radio 
Station WHA-S and WHAS-TV in 
cooperation with the Kentucky 
a.s.sociatinn of Soil Conservation 
District.s and the State Depart- 
enl of Education The district 
winners were: First place. Chas 
Ray Clevenger, Wrigley; second. 
Garrett Williams, F’lorress; third. 
Glenn Lewis, Index. The district 
Board of Supoivisors .swarded 
$10 as second prize and $5 as 
third. The .sponsors awarded a 
$25.00 U.S. Savings Bond as the 
Brst prize in the district.

Ky., and full owner¬ 
ship has been granted Mr. Ray 
Elam, who has had it subleased 
since it was purchased. 

The Agriculture Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, Farm¬ 
ers Home Administration. Voca¬ 
tional Agriculture and Veterans 
Teachers, the State Division of 
Game and Fish, the State Divi¬ 
sion of Soil and Water Resources 
and the Extension Service have 
rendered valuable assistance to 
the District in holding community 
meetings, demonstrations and in 
securing application for farm 
plans. The Licking Valley Cour¬ 
ier and the Elliott County News 
have rendered valuable services, 
rot only to the district, but to 
farmers as a whole in the county 
in giving free space to news ar¬ 
ticles and programs of great in¬ 
terest and benefit to farmers on 
conservation farming plans. Ra¬ 
dio Station WMTC, Vancleve, has 
also rendered valuable service to 
the district, farmers and the gen¬ 
eral public by allotting free time 
for a bi-weekly 15 minute pro¬ 
gram on farming and conserva¬ 
tion practices. 

The Commercial Bank, West 
Liberty, and the Farmers Home 
Administration have been of in¬ 
estimable service in promoting 
roil and water conservation in the 
district and in financial assistance 
to farmers. More and more of 
our fine people, who earn their 
living on ihe fsim and who really 
are the backbone of our county’s 
economy should take advantage 
of this sound credit to assist them 
'n building up their farms. Los.is 
for assistance in applying such 
practi'.'w as lime and fertilizer. ] 
fencing, pasture and woodland 
development, draining wet land, 
stockwatcr development, the con¬ 
struction and repair of needed 
farm buildings, and for purchas¬ 
ing livestock, farm equipment and 
appliances not only pay off in 
increased production and con¬ 
servation of our natural resources 
but add stability and comfort to 
the business of farming.

POLIO VACCINE 
MAY BE GIVEN 
TO PUPILS HERE 


Detailed plans now are being 
worked out lor the possible ad- 
tninistration of polio vaccine to 
Morgan county children who will 
be eligible to receive it if it is 
licensed. Dr. Ralph Gullett de¬ 
clared today. 

As was announced Feb. 20 by 
State health officials, all first 
and second grade pupils are in¬ 
cluded in the planned program, 
be explained. It also will be 
available privately through phy¬ 
sicians to others at the same 
time. 

But parents were warned by 
Dr. Gullett not to jump to the 
conclusion that the current plan- 
nine indicated the vaccine a'rendv 
bas been proved effective. 

“The vaccine which will be 
furnished by the National Foun¬ 
dation for Infantile Paralysis is 
tbe same vaccine that was given 
to 440,000 children last spring,” 
be said. "We do not know yet 
whether it really pre\’ents para¬ 
lytic polio. Until April, when we 
will learn the results of the 
evaluation study now being con- 
dticted at the University of Mich¬ 
igan, we cannot know if the vac¬ 
cine is effective. 

“But we cannot wait until then 
for planning for the protection 
of as many of our children as 
possible. Vaccinating tasks that 
can’t be performed over night. 

“If the license is granted in 
April, we must be ready to start 
vaccinating at once, so that, if 
possible, we can finish before 
our schools close and the polio 
season starts. We want to give 
the vaccine early so that many 
children can be protected before 
fwlio appears in their communi¬ 
ties. 

“This program would not be 
another test but the first use of a 
newly established preventive 
measure.” 

The polio vaccine will be fur¬ 
nished from a supply being pur¬ 
chased by the National Founda¬ 
tion with March of Dimes funds. 
It will be made available by the 
National Foundation without free 
of charge for the product to 
County Health Departments for 
use in the above g. lups, if li¬ 
censed by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment. Supplies also will be dis¬ 
tributed through usual channels 
at the same time. 

The National Foundation has 
financed the development and 
production of the Salk vaccine. 
Contracts were made with manu¬ 
facturers for a supply of vaccine 
costing $9,000,000 in March of 


Dimes funds This enabled manu¬ 
facturers to keep their produc¬ 
tion facilities in operation during 
the waiting period and be ready 
to go into full production as soon 
as the vaccine is licensed. 

"Vaccine would be given by the 
Health Department this spring 
I only to tho.se eligible children 
whose parents sign forms re- 
I questing it,” Dr. Gullett added. 
"It is a completely voluntary pro¬ 
gram. The forms will be distri¬ 
buted through the schools begin¬ 
ning March 1. We should like to 
know as soon as possible how 
many eligible children we must 
provide for, if the vaccination 
program is carried out. If the 
vaccine is not licensed, there will 
be no program.”
